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MAKES STATEMENT 


THE SIKESTON STANDARD 


Brown Jewell, candidate for Con­ 
stable of Richland Township, states 


the story of the arrest of several al­ 


leged bootleggers in Sikeston, on the 
night of July 10, as presented in the 
past issue of The Sikeston Herald, 
is untrue to fact and as stated is un­ 
fair to him and injurious to him and 
his candidacy for the constableship. 
We give a verbatim account of the 
affair as related to us by Jewell af­ 
ter first reprinting certain sections 
of The Herald story with which 
it 
conflicts. 
The Herald says, “Brown 
Jewell, commonly known as ‘Chieky\ 
French says, furnished the keys for 
unlocking the jail. 
French said that 
he knew that Jewell 
had 
formerly 
been a deputy sheriff here and, inas­ 
much as he had the keys to the city 
jail, French was led to believe that 
he still had the authority to act 
in 
such cases". 
Again, “Kinder too was 
taken to the City Hall, but he did not 
want to be placed in jail, 
He seem­ 
ingly represented the 
more 
refined 
type of bootleggers, the kind that can 
determine the number of quarts you 
want by the twinkle of your eye. He 
was no common fellow 
and 
didn't 
want to enter a cell. 
Finally Jewell 
told Deputy French that he 
would 
guard Kinder until the officer went 
after another alleged violator”. 
Jewell’s statement: 
“Eight o’clock 
last Saturday evening, I was request­ 
ed to come over to the City Hall by 
Mr. Swanner, that the Deputy Sher­ 
iff had some prisoners that he want­ 
ed locked up. 
As the Deputy Sher­ 
iff was unable to locate any of

city officials, I told him that there 
was a key to the city jail in the Po­ 
lice Judge’s office and that I would 
Ret it so they might lock the prison­ 
ers up. but that I was not an officer.

tough man and did not care to arrest 
him without both having a gun. He 
left and 
they 
re tor net! in 
about 
thirty minutes with Tom Kinder. 
I 
was sitting in the Police Judge’s of­ 
fice. 
I then asked them if they want­ 
ed him locked 
up 
and Mr. French 
said, no, that they would just leave 
him in the office with me. 
I replied 
to French that if they wished to do 
so, it would be all right 
with 
me. 
French then said he didn’t think Kin­ 
der would try and get away and that 
they were going to get some supper. 
After they had gone, Kinder said to 
me: 
‘This is a hell of a fine way for 
them to do me, double crossing 
me 
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after I’ve been paying $26 
a 
week 
for protection’. 
“In a few minutes I was called to 
the east door of the Police Judge’s 
office and upon reaching the door, I 
was slugged in the back and by the 
time I could get to my feet, Kinder 
was nowhere to be seen. 
The Win 
dow to the City Hall was open 
and 
whether Kinder went through 
the 
window or out the front door, I can’t 
say. 
I immediately sent the boy who 
had called me to the door, to look for 
Mr. French. 
Just a few minutes la­ 
ter, Mr. French drove up in front of 
the City Hall in his car as the boy I 
had sent after him returned. 
I then 
told Mr. French what had happened 
and he asked that I notify the Allen 
Motor Company of the occurrence, as 
they had a mortgage on the Chevro­ 
let roadster owned by Kinder.

Called in 
to being by an act of the Legislature 
it became later itself

ernment, inaugurated by the election 
of August, 1860, was avowedly pro 
Southern and secessionist. 
Claiborne 
F. Jaewson, a 
Douglas 
Democrat 
was elected governor and the major 
ity of the Legislature elected 
were 
Breckenridge 
Democrats, 
and, 
of 
course, 
pro-Southern 
men. 
There 
was, however, 
a 
relatively 
small 
group 
in 
the 
General 
Assembly 
which, although it favored a conser 
vative, conditional Union policy, was 
loathe to embrace the idea of secess 
ion. 
A still smaller faction was op 
posed to the Legislature taking any 
action whatever unless in favor 
of 
the Union. 
These were 
known 
as 
‘ unconditional Union men". 
The conflicting views of these var 
ious factions were the primary caus 
es which led the Legislature, under 
the leadership of Jackson, to provide 
for the calling of a State-wide con 
vention ‘‘to consider the then exist 
ing relations between the 
Govern 
ment of the United States and 
the 
pepople and Government of the dif 
! ferent States, and the Government 
‘and people of the 
State of Missou 
ri”. 
This act was approved on Jan­ 
uary 21, 1861. 
: 
The Convention, composed of nine- 
ty-nint delegates elected on Febru­ 
ary 18, 1861, from each of the thir- 
1 ty-three State 
senatorial 
districts, 
met in Jefferson City on February 28. 
After a tw'o-day session three, they 
reassembled 
in 
St. 
Louis, where 
they were in session from March 
4 
to March 2.

had become acute. On April 17, Gov­ 
ernor Jackson had refused 
the 
de­ 
mand of President Lincoln for 
Mis­ 
souri’s quota of the 76,000 volunteers. 
The United States Arsenal at Liber­ 
ty had been captured by pro-South­ 
ern men. 
Lyon and Blair had occu­ 
pied the Arsenal 
at St. Louis. 
The 
State Militia in training at 
Camp 
Jackson near St. Louis had surren­ 
dered on May 10 to 
General 
Lyon. 
Governor 
Jackson 
and 
the 
other 
State officials had fled south to join 
the Missouri State troops. 
When the second 
session of 
the 
Convention met in Jefferson City on 
July 22, 1861, nineteen of its ninety- 
nine original members had arrayed 
themselves on the side of the seced­ 
ing States, and were missing 
from 
its roll. 
Among the 
number 
was 
Sterling Price, President of the Con­ 
vention, who was now in command of 
the Missouri State Guards, fighting 
the Union troops. 
The 
Convention 
was therefore called to order by 
its 
vice-president, Robert Wilson, 
who 
was thereupon elected president. 
The immediate problem before the 
luly session was the establishment 
of a stable government for Missou­ 
ri and the provision of an adequate 
militia force to protect the State. The 
Convention accomplished this by the 
adoption of the report of the Com­ 
mittee of Eight, submitted on July 
29, the seventh day of the 
session. 
By the adoption of this report 
the 
several clauses of which were taken 
up and voted upon separately by the 
Convention, certain amendments 
to 
the Constitution were 
ordained 
as 
follows: 
1. 
The offices of governor, lieut­ 
enant-governor, secretary of 
State, 
and member of the 
General Assem­ 
bly were 
declared 
vacant. 
2. The 
first three offices named were to 
be 
filled by the Convention and the per 
sons so chosen were to continue 
in 
office until the first Monday in 
No­ 
vember, 1861, when a governor, lieu­ 
tenant-governor, secretary of 
state 
and members of the General Assem­ 
bly were to be elected by the quali­ 
fied voters of the State. 
By an or­ 
dinance supplementing the report of 
the Committee of Eight, the action 
of the Convention was to be submit­ 
ted to a vote of the people 
at 
the 
election to be held on the first Mon­ 
day in November, 1861. 
This elec­ 
tion was not held and the officials ap­ 
pointed held over until 1864, a new 
Legislature was elected in 1862, and 
the acts of the Convention of 1861 
remained in force without referen­ 
dum of the people. The militia laws 
passed by the old legislature of 1861 
were repealed and the volunteer mil­ 
itia law of December 31, 1859, was 
re-enacted in their stead, thus pro­ 
viding for a loyal State militia. 
On July 31, the Convention inaug­ 
urated the Provisional 
Government 
of Missouri by the appointment 
of 
Hamilton R. Gamble 
as 
governor, 
Willard P. Hall as Lieutenant-gover­ 
nor and Mordecai Oliver as Secretary 
of State. 
The choice of Gamble as provision­ 
al governor proved a wise 
one. 
A 
Virginia by birth, he had come 
to 
Missouri in 1818 when only twenty 
years of age and 
was 
thoroughly 
identified with the State and its peo­ 
ple. 
He had been 
prosecuting 
at­ 
torney of Howard county, secretary 
of State in 824, and from 
1826, had 
practiced law in St. Louis, where he 
was associated with such able men 
as Benton, Bates, Geyer and Barton. 
He was a conservative Union man of 
more than 
ordinary 
courage 
and 
force. 
He served as chief executive 
. of the State until his death on Jan­ 
uary 31, 1864, and to 
him 
perhaps 
more than to any other one man, Mis­ 
souri owes in large measure the mod­ 
eration of her government during the 
tumult and confusion 
of 
the 
war 
years. 
With the inauguration of the Pro­ 
visional Government on July 31, the 
Convention adjourned, but its work 
was by no means at an end. 
It was 
to have three more sessions before 
its cycle was complete; in 
October, 
1861; in June, 1862; in June, 
1863. 
In the years between the July session 
of 1861 and its final adjournment on 
July 1, 1863, the Convention had yet 
to deal with the 
difficult 
problems 
of revenue, of the franchise, and of 
the emancipation of Missouri’s slav­ 
es. 
All of these issues are met by 
the adoption of such measures as it 
deemed necessary for the good gov­ 
ernment and integrity of the State. 
The question of the revenue was met 
by the sale of bonds; a test oath was 
provided to ensure the loyalty of all 
civil officers; and the last and 
most 
difficult issue, that of 
emancipation, 
was temporarily settled after bitter 
controversy by the adoption on July 
1, 1863 of a resolution 
of 
gradual 
emancipation. 
* To the July, 1861 session 
of 
the 
State Convention, however, 
belongs 
the credit for the establishment 
of 
Missouri’s 
Provisional 
Government 
and the inauguration of a regularly 
elected State Legislature in 1862.

sented. One item in the bill cut $275,- 
000 a year off the taxes of 5700 p er-1 
sons having incomes of more 
th a n ! 
$100,000 a year. 
If 20 Senators w ho; 
vc ted for this item had voted against 
it, the item would have been beaten, j 
Hence, if you put it in terms of eash, j 
each of these 20 Senators was worth 
$13,750,000 
to 
the 
comparatively j 
small group of wealthy taxpayers. 
Another item in the bill required' 
the Government to pay back 
t » 
a 
rather small group of very large es­ 
tates a total of $85,000,000, whicn al­ 
ready had 
been 
assessed 
against 
them under the old tax law. 
This 
was the 
famous 
‘‘Duke’s 
Mixture 
amendment". 
The heirs of the 
es­ 
tate of the late James B. Duke, to­ 
bacco magnate, saved $6,000,000 thiu 
this provision. 
It was hotly debated, 
and a difference of 10 votes 
would 
have defeated the provision. 
Where­ 
fore, it can be argued that each of 
these ten Senators was 
worth 
$8,- 
500.000 to the heirs of these 
great 
estates. 
Yet, again, the same bill contain­ 
ed an item making a “discovery de­ 
pletion” allowance to oil and mining 
companies, which 
will

companies $45,000,000 a year in tax­ 
es. 
A difference of five votes would 
have beaten it.

tries the gasping total of $24,000,000- 
000—about what the World War cost 
the United States.
